6) BUGS BUNNY 

Bugs Bunny Is one of the greatest 
cartoon characters of ail time. 

Bugs is irreverent/ wacky/ unpre¬ 
dictable/ and above all/ he's a 
stinker/ Whether he's taunting Elmer 
Fudd/ being chased by Marvin the 
Martian/ or running for his life from 
the Tazmanian Pevil, Bugs is the 
ultimate survivor. 

You never know what devious dis¬ 
guise or wacky weapon he's going to 
pull out of his bag of tricks. Bugs 
is incredibly versatile — you can put 
him in any time period/ arty job/ any 
situation — and he's just as enter¬ 
taining. The episodes where Bugs 
and Paffy face Elmer Fudd in a 
debate over "Puck Season" or 
"Rabbit Season" remain perhaps the 
most beloved toons of all time.

I t was a hot 

1967, and 14-year-old 
Dick Kulpa stared at a 
drugstore comic book 
rack, bored out of his skull 
waiting for the next batch of 
Marvel comics to show up. 

Spotting a crisp Cracked

down a quarter gleaned from his lawn-mow¬ 
ing money and pedalled his Huffy home, 
Cracked in hand.

What got you started m 
comics? 

The 1960s Marvel Comics 
inspired me to draw, so I

I was pressed into “editorial car¬ 
toons," which I had to write myself. 
I did a couple strips about a bad guy 
known as the “Boogar King." 

Did you ever draw for comic book 
companies? 


Just one — Topps Comics. I leaned 
more toward newspapers. 

Why is that? 

Two reasons; 1. Newspapers 
offered a greater mainstream reader- 
ship base, and 3. My political career 
was more fun. 

Political career? 

I held elective office 10 years, and 
had a ball shaking up the establish¬ 
ment. 

I hear you wore 
superhero tights to 
many meetings? 

Don't knock it. I 
was defender of 


truth, justice and the American 
way. And I never lost an election 

Plus I made big bucks drawing 
super hero ad campaigns for 
clients. There’s always a method 
to my Crackedness. 

What got you into Cracked 
Magazine? 

I was drafted. 

And now you own 
Cracked? 

Let's just say I was 
made an offer I couldn’t 
refuse. 

Why are you sometimes 
compared to a like 

Don Quixote? 

I often dream "impossi¬ 
ble dreams”, but wait, I 
don't recall that Don Q, ever 
associated with the competi¬ 
tion. 

Have you ever read the 
competition? 

Why not? I subscribe. 
What do readers want? 

Humor... substance. A 
mag THEY can identify with. 

Why was Cracked off 
the market for awhile? 

It was never really 
“off*. External issues 
forced me to bunker down and slow 
things up a bit. Stay tuned. 

What next for Cracked?
